As  from  Oct. 1st  1943  I  took  over  from  Dr. 
Leapingwell  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  your 
district  during  the  National  Emergency.  < 

Pathological  Examinations,  Laboratory  Facilities . 

Arrangements  were  made  for  medical  practitioners 
practicing  in  this  district  to  enjoy  the  facilities  provided  by 
the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Oxford,  and  they  were 
circularised  accordingly. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  offer  of  free  immunisation  to  all  children 
over  one  year  throughout  the  district,  was  given  through  the  agency 
of  the  schools  wh  ich  were  visited  for  the  purpose.  119  children 
were  immunised  in  this  way  during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

An  infant  welfare  centre  is  held  at  Winslow  each 
month  where  immunisation  is  performed,  and  children  from  the  Newton 
Longville  area  visit  the  Bletchley  infant  welfare  centre. 

The  Bucks  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Authority 
has  also  a  scheme  whereby  children  may  be  immunised  by  the  family 
practitioner  free  of  charge. 

Hospitals  Serving  the  District . 

1.  General  Hospital,  Royal  Bucks  Hospital,  Aylesbury. 

2.  Infectious  diseases.  Grove  Fever  Hospital,  Lins lade. 

3.  Tuberculosis.  None  within  the  district.  Suitable  cases 
sent  to  the  Berks  2c  Bucks  Sanatorium. 

4.  There  is  a  Public  Assistance  Institution  in  Winslow  providing 
about  60  beds. 

5.  Maternity.  A  Maternity  Ward  of  10  beds  is  provided  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Winslow. 
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Mental  deficiency# 

There  is  an  Institution  in  Winslow  for  Mental  defectives. 

40  beds  are  provided,  33  for  Females  and  7  for  Males.  All  cases 
are  feeble  minded  and  of  low  grade. 


Treatment  of.  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Bucks  County  Council  are  participants  in  the  London 
&  Home  Counties  Joint  Scheme  operated  by  the  London  County  Council* 
Full  details  of  the  hospitals  within  the  Scheme,  at  any 
one  of  which  patients  from  the  County  of  Buckinghamshire  can  obtain 
treatment  free  of  charge,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  County  Hall,  Aylesbury.
